Fresh ham, usually a few cents cheaper, also IR at an aver- 


ago minimum of around 69 cents a pound. Food spokesmen 
say thl« prlro Is "about as close to the retailers' break-even 
point as any meat now being sold." 


Grocers In many cities also are featuring canned apple 


sauce this week to accompany that holiday ham. Tho food is 
abundant at around 27 cents for two 20-ounce cans. 


Most meats anJ poultry are selling at approximately the 


same prlco levels as last week, Including turkeys. Up a few 
cents a pound In some cities are cauliflower, brusnelK sprouts 
and snap beans.

something about preserving that 
be»uty, according to advice from 
Davey Tree Experts. The leaf-col- 
lec'tion hobby is one that appeals 
to adults and youngsters 
alike, 


siiys the expert. In the juvenile 
field, it has the added importance 
of ecountering interest in the won- 
ders of nature. 
For those who would like to start 


leaf collections, the tree authori- 
ties advise that they obtain some 
pnraffin and a book In which the 
loaves may be pasted and classi- 
fied."It's really simple to preserve 
tJ*e leaves," points out W. Clauck 
of the Davey Company. "Merely 
dip them in melted paraffin and 
hang them up to dry. Once the 
paraffin has cooled and hardened, 
get an old magazine or book and

278,000 to Texas farmers this year, 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture reported today. 


This was nearly six million dol- 
lars' more than the $46,345,000 value 
placed on total truck crop acre- 
age harvested for fresh market and 
processing purposes in 1947, 


The 10-year average value from 


1937 
through 1948 was only $29,- 
326,000. 


Total crop acreage for 
fresh 
market and processing this year 
~vas 384,600 compared with 382,000 
ores In 1947. 
Acreage harvested for fresh mar- 
et alone was slightly below that 
f last year, but the value of the 
rop was higher. The fresh mar- 
et crop was valued at $49,609,000, 
p 13 per cent from 1947 and 80 
er cent higher than the 10-year 
verage.
